Then 
shorten the string to 4 ft. and inside ; 
the first circle draw another one which 
will be 8 ft. in diameter. Then shorten 
the string to 2 ft. and draw the inner- 
most circle — 4 ft. in diameter. Divide 
the circumference of the innermost 
circle into8 equal parts; plant 8 of the 
Mrs. DeOraw upon this circumference 
in the places marked and put the re- 
maining one plant of Mrs. DeGraw in 
the exact center.

T HE CULTIVATION of this noble fruit js extending as its value is appreciated. The range of varieties is such that, like appl es, they can be had in good eating 
condition Lorn August until early spring. They succeed in most soils but do best on a rather heavy clay or loam. One of the most important points in the 
management of Pears is to gather them at the proper time. Summer Pears should be gathered at least ten days before they are ripe, and Autumn Pears at 
least a fortnight. Ripen the fruit in the house. Gather, when on gently lifting the fruit, the stem will readily separate from the limb. Place in a dark room 
untjl further matured. Winter Pears may hang' on the trees until there is danger of frost, then place in a dry cellar for maturing. Another important point is thin- 
ning the milt; when trees set a large crop this should always be done when fruit is about one-third grown. Pears budded on seedling Pear stocks make Stan da id 
trees, best adapted to permanent orchards; budded on French quince .stocks make Dwarf trees, adapted to yards, gardens, etc.; they are very productive, usually 
commence iruiting the second season from planting. Not all kinds succeed well on the quince but with a proper selection, of varieties, careful cultivation on good 
wen enrjeheq soil they prove exceedingly remunerative when planted in large orchards for market culture.

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T HE PLUM TREE, like the Pear and other finer fruits, attains its greatest perfection on our heavy soil, 
being entirely free from disease Plums are hardy and grow vigorously in nearly all sections, succeeding best 
on heavy soil or in soils in which there is a mixture of clay. The market for good fruit is unlimited, and now 
that it is known a little care and attention at the proper time will insure a crop, they are. being planted in 
large quantities. There is no difficulty in protecting a crop of Plums from the attacks of the curculio , by giving it a 
little extra care. This should be done as follows: Immediately after the trees have done blossoming, and when th e 
fruit is in its first stages of growth, make the ground clean and smooth under each tree, and spread a sheet upon i 
so that lkwill extend as far as the outside edge of the outer branches, -and then suddenly iar the tree, so as to shake! 
down all the stung fruit and insects which should be destroyed. If this operation be carried on daily for a short time 
it will insure a full crop of this delicious fruit and well repay the little daily attention given it. It is very important 
that this should be done early in the morning. The cost of protecting large orchards from the attacks of this enemy 
will not exceed ten cents per tree for the entire season. The fungus disease known as black 
knot must be promptly cut out and burned on its appearance.

N O FRUIT has attained a higher degree of perfection than the GRAPE, and nothing can be had at so trifling an expense, which is at the same time, so healthful 
and refreshing. It is one of the best specifics for indigestion, and highly prized for medicinal purposes. It may be planted in many places, otherwise waste. 
It may be trained along the side of a building, or upon a fence that is intended to screen unsightly objects. It is an ornamental vine along the side of a back 
veraneia, or trained to cover an arbor in the corner of the garden, or retired part of the lawn. It may be trained upon a trellis in rows. Grapes should be 
planted about ten feet apart in rows about the same distance. I might extend my list of grapes to many times the number of varieties here given but I have selected 
the following as being the most desirable of each color and as being kinds that I can unhesitatingly recommend for general planting.

RED GRAPES. 

Agawam (Roger's No. 115) — Bunch large, ge tier ell y loose; berries large, round; 
color dark red or maroon; flesh tender, jnicv, vinous, with a high, peculiar 
flavor; much admired by all Vine very vigorous, hardy and productive; 
does not require so high culture as v>u*e others, and is very worthy of general 
cultivation . 

Brighton —This is a superior family 
grape. Its remarkable vigor and
